Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (IVIPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 

agreement was reached, or any other comments: The representatives for Applicant and Examiner discussed the 
rejections under 35 USC 101 and the prior art rejections. The Examiner holds that the method of claim 1 in its 
broadest reasonable sense encompasses a human being factoring a complex polynomial into separate polynomials 
and then recombining those polynomials at a later time. The Examiner will further review whether this falls under the 
non-statutory category of encompassing living subject matter or an abstract idea. The Examiner offered several 
suggestions to more clearly illustrate the practical application of the claimed abstract idea including "the combined 
polynomials in the programmable processor unit to encrypt data" and "transporting the initial polynomials electronically 
to the device." Mr. Souschard objected to the latter suggestion, saying he did not want to narrow the scope to exclude 
transmitting the polynomials via such methods as postal or delivery services. The Examiner will further consider the 
Applicant's arguments upon receiving a formal response.
